LONDON (CP) — Published 
reporta suggested Tuesday Afro 
Aslan delegates to the Common¬ 
wealth conference want to draft 
Prime Minister Pearson as a 
member of a four-country Viet I 
Nam peace mission.

British officials confirmed 
some African prime ministers 
proposed Pearson lor the lead¬ 
ership when the mission idea 
Was introduced by Wilson last 
week- At that time Pearson 
turned it down, support Inc Wil¬ 
son lor the chairmanship.
